ALBANY, April 14.—The voice of public 
opinion in behalf of Gov. Hughes's stand 
for the suppression of race track gam- 
bling’ is having its effect. The statement 
was made to-day by a man close to the 
Saratoga track management that it might 
be necessary to obtain one or two more 
votes in the Senate. 

It is this public sentiment that Gov.

NEGROES WILD OVER 
FORAKER IN SENATE 


Pack the Galleries and Upset 
Rules in Applauding His 
Brownsville Speech. 


Attention as Senators Crowd Round 
to Congratulate ‘the Ohloan. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—In a most 
dramatic setting Senator Foraker to-day 
delivered his long-heralded speech on the 
Brownsville affair. The Senate galleries 


were packed with negroes, many of whom

had been at the doors as early as 
o'clock. When the Senator had finished 
they defied all rules of the Senate by re- 
fusing to obey the command of the chair 
to desist fram applause. 

Crowded out of the regular galleries, 
the Senator’s two physicians sat in the 
press gallery and watched him anxiously. 
They feared he would collapse in the 
course of his speech, which lasted more 
than two hours. But he seemed inspired 
by his subject and spoke with all his old- 
time fire and vigor. 

Senator Foraker’s address was primarily 
an appeal for the passage of his bill re- 
instating the men of the three companies 
of the Twenty-fifth Infantry who were 
discharged for the ‘“shooting-up" of 
Brownsville, Texas, on the night of Aug. 
13, 1906. 

He denied warmly a newspaper dis- 
patch saying he would make a three days’ 
speech, which would be a bitter attack 
upon the President of the United States 
and the Secretary of War. 

“It is slander, and, printed as 
printed, is libel,’ he said.

“At no time 


|have I had any purpose of making an 
;attack upon President Roosevelt or Sec- 


retary Taft, I have no revenges to seek. 
I have no occasion to seek revenges. 
The purpose of this investigation has not 
been to embarrass the President or any- 
body else; nor has it been to make any 
capital of any kind, political or otherwise, 
against anybody or for anybody.” 

Mr. Foraker reviewed at length the 
tastimony taken by the Senate Commit- 
tee. That of the soldiers was straight- 
forward and frank, he asserted, while that 
of their accusers was often contradictory 
and absurd. He believed the whole affair 
was the result of a plot against the 
negroes. ‘ 

He then attacked the Warner bill,- which 
was drawn in accordance with President 
Roosevelt's ideas. It provides that the 
President may reinstate such of the dis- 
charged men as-shall prove their in- 
nocence. To pass such a measure, he 
declared, would “add insult to injury.” 

““ Never before in the history of civiliza- 
tion,” he said, ‘‘has a legislative body 
been invited to require men accused of 
erime to prove their innocence before a 
hostile Judge who has already adjudged 
them guilty, and never before has there 
been a suggestion that any man worthy 
to sit in judgment upon the rights of his 
countrymen would accept such a duty if 
assigned him, if conscious of having the 
slightest prejudice against the accused. 

“By what right does the Senator from 
Missouri assume that the President is 
capable of such a manifest impropriety?” 

He concluded with these words on the 
colored soldiers: 

“They are typical representatives of 
a race that has ever been loyal to 
America and American institutions;. a 
race that has never raised a hostile hand 
against our country’s flag; a race that 
has contributed to the Nation tens of 
thousands of brave defenders, not one of 
whom has ever turned traitor or faltered 
in his fidelity. 

* Faithfully, uncomplainingly, with 
pride and devotion, they have performed 
al] their duties and kept all their obliga- 
tions. They ask no favors because they 
are negroes, but only for justice because 
they are men.” 

When he concluded there was a s@®ne 
that seldom has been witnessed in the 
Senate Chamber. The negroes in the 
galleries started wild applause. Foraker’s 
admirers stood on chairs to clap their 
hands. In vain Vice President Fairbanks 
sought to still the clamor. Finally, hay- 
ing forced a semblance of order, he an- 
neunced that such conduct would compel 
him, under the Senate rules, to clear the 
galleries. His announcement was received 
with hoots. Then followed even a greater 
storm of applause. It was not ended for 
several miputes.

Presents a Collection of Silk Carpets 
as an Earnest of Friendship.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—As an earnest 
of the friendship of Abdul Hamid IL., 
Sultan of Turkey, toward the United 
States there arrived here to-day a hand- 
some and valuable collection of silk car- 
pets as a gift from the Sultan to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The carpets, which are 
valued at many thousands of dollars, 
were manufactured at the Sultan's private 
factory at Harika, which is near Constan- 
tinople. They were made specially for 
President Roosevelt, the Sultan taking a 
personal interest in the execution of his 
orders. 

As ts the Turkish custom, they are made 
in one plece, and the notable peculiarity 
of their manufacture that the same 
pattern is never again exactly reproduced, 
no two carpets being quite alike. 

There is no record of a President of the 
United States ever having before been 
similarly honored by a Turkish potentate. 


The carpets are now at the Turkish Lega- 
tion, and the State Department has been 
notified of their arrival by the Turkish 
Ambassador, Mehmed Ali Bey. They will 
be presented to the President by the Am- 
bassador at a ceremony to be held in a 
few days.

A dynamite bomb was

recent explosions in the Italian quarters 
of the city. Although there was a panic 
|among many of the occupants of the 
house, three families, the members of 
which were at supper when the explosion 
occurred, did not leave their tables, one 
man asserting, with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders: 

‘“‘A bomb cannot scare us. 
bomb here at every meal.”’ 

The tenants crowded on to the fire 
escapes and swarmed down them to the 
street, for the stairs had been blown 
away. ; 

It was on a landing which divides the 
stairs from the first to the second floor 
jinto two sectiong that the bomb was 
placed. When it exploded it ripped out 
| the steel and cement built stairway. 
| Every window in the shaft was blown 
(out, as weré all the windows in the front 
jand rear of the house up to the fourth 
| story. Every door on the first floor was 
| blown off its hinges, and beneath the 
fragments of one of these Mrs. Mary 
Pallozio and her two small children were 
| buried. 

She had been preparing supper, when 
| she heard a hissing sound. Without stop- 
|ping to investigate, Mrs. Pallozio enfold- 
}ed her children in her arms and started 
| for the fire escape. She was directly in 
front of the doorway leading into the 
| hall when the bomb exploded. 
| The force of the explosion flung the 
| woman off her feet, and she fell to the 
| floor, with her bables beneath her. Over 
all three fell the jagged ‘fragments of 
wood which were all thét was left of 
the door. Mrs. Pallozio was cut on the 
face and hands, and her body was bruised 
as though she had been beaten, but tue 
children, sheltered by their mother’s form, 
escaped injury. 

Across the hall the door had been blown 
in upon Mrs. Giuseppe Signorio, who oc- 
cupied the flat with her husband, three 
children, and two boarders. 

Above the shouts of the men tn the 
house and the screams of frighténed wo- 
men rose the voice of Mrs, Josephine 
Scarfino, who was on the second flight 
of stairs, ascending to her flat on the 
third floor, when the explosion occurred. 
The woman was flung from her feet and 
rolled from half way up the stairs down to 
the second floor, only half a stairway 
above where the bomb had exploded. 
Neighbors pulled her to her feet and 
rushed her to a fire escape and thence to 
the street, belleving that she had been 
seriously injured. Dr. Simmons of Belle- 
vue Hospital found that she was only 
brutsed. 

Capt. Shaw, with the reserves of the 
Fifth Street Police Station drove the ten- 
aats back into their flats from the fire 
escapes to avold danger from falling to 
the ground. 

The police found that the two stores on 
the lower floor of the tenement were 
occupied by John Trentacaste, a grocer, 
who opened his store for the first time 
ySsterday, and by Augustino Bononolo, 

who has a bank and owns the building. 
When they learned that Bononolo was a 
brother of Dominick Bononolo, also a 
banker, whose place sat 246 Elizabeth 
Sereet was blown up about three weeks 
ago, the police dismissed Trentacaste from 
their calculations and turned to Bononolo 
for an explanation of the affair. 

The banker would not admit that he had 
ever received any Black Hand letters.

TWO MORE FIRE: VICTIMS. 


Bodies of a Man and a Woman Found 
In Chelsea Ruins. 


BOSTON, April 14.—Business began to 
revive in Chelsea to-day with the open- 
ing of the banks at temporary quarters, 
the resumption of the street car traffic 
through Broadway, and telephone service 
restored. 

Search of the ruins to-day disclosed 
‘two bodies in cellars of destroyed houses, 
making a total of six known dead. One 
was that of a man, and the other of a 
woman, They were not identified. 

The work of relleving homeless families 
was taken up to-day with energy by both 
city and State authorities, with the co- 
operation of the numerous charitable or- 
ganizations in this city. 

The thousands who were driven from 
their homes on Sunday were nearly all 
housed last night, but the young soldiers 
of the militia, accustomed only to duty in 
the Summertime, found the cold pave- 
ments of the burned area anything but 
comfortable. 

State Senator Hall of Revere, who repre- 
sents the Chelsea district, announced to- 
day. that he would introduce in the Legis- 
lature a petition with an accompanying 
bill asking for the appointment of a com- 
mission of three men, one of whom shall 
be the Mayor of Chelsea, to govern the 
city for three years to facilitate the task 
of rebuilding. This petition is the result 
of conferences between Senator Hall, the 
Mayor, and representative business men 
of Chelsea. Similar action in the cases 
of Galveston and San Francisco are cited 
as precedents. 

Daniel Ross, whose home was burned, 
was arrested to-day on a charge of in- 
cendiarism.

SKIN GRAFTED ON A BABY. 


Grandnlece of the Novelist Zola Oper- 
ated On for a Burn. 


Bertha Zola, daughter of Isaac Zola of 
522 East 120th Street and a grandniece 
of Emile Zola, the French novelist, spent 
an hour on the operating table yesterday

She came easily out 
of the anaesthetic, and the surgeons feel 
confident that the operation will prove 
successful.

SAILORS WILL LAND TO-DAY | DEAL OF 


Saloons Cautioned Not to Give Too 
Much Liquor to Them—Sword 
for Admiral Evans.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 14.—The Amer- | 
{can battleship fleet in command of Rear| 
Admiral Thomas arrived at this port at 
exactly 1 o’clock this afternoon and 
anchored off Coronado Beach. Thousands 
afloat and ashore cheered the arrival of | 
the great fighting machines at the first | 
American port they have visited since! 


they began their record cruise of almost | 
14,000 miles. 

Every ship arrived here in perfect trim 
after making an uneventful run from | 
Magdalena Bay. It lacks one day of four | 
months since the fleet left Hampton 
Roads, and the officers and men were 
eimply crazy to get ashore on American 
soil again, Few bluejackets got shore | 
leave to-day. To-morrow about 4,500 of | 
them, one of the largest parties ever de- 
barked from an American fleet, will land 
to join the great parade to City Park, | 
where an elaborate celebration ceremony | 
will be held.” 

Officers who landed this evening sald) 
that it seemed as though California had | 
gone crazy over the fleet, but the fleet | 
was mighty ready to help the people have 
good times all along the coast. To-night | 


the city is a mass of electric lights and 
red fire, as a result of the preparations 


made at great expense to have the city 
brilliantly illuminated. 

A feature of the arrival of the fleet was 
the trip of a boat carrying 33,000 oranges, 


which were given to the men on the bat- 
tleships by the San Diego people. The} 
tars greeted the boat with loud cheers, 
and the oranges with eager mouths. An- 
other boat, filled with pretty girls, car- | 
ried loads of flowers to the bluejackets, 
and there were more loud cheers. 

Admiral Thomas has sent a request to 
the authorities here that the people re- | 
frain from giving his men too much 
liquor, and as a result the City Council 
this afternoon sent a request to ali the 
saloons not to give IMquor to any sailor 
who showed signs of having had too 
much.

San Diego realized a week ago that 
Admiral Evans would be -unable to come 
here for the celebration, but went ahead 
just the same.

BRUSSELS, April 14.—The Government 
of the Congo Independent State has is- 
sued a reply to the British White Book 
containing reports from British Consuls 
in the Congo. 

These reports, the reply states, are un- 
true, particularly the affirmation with 
respect to the exaction of taxes in labor 
instead of money. The statements that 
transportation on the upper part of the 
Congo River is a State monopoly, that 
the collection of taxes in the Katanga 
region is farmed out, and that a commer- 
cial agent sentenced to death for murder 
had been released are declared to be 
equally false. 


Valuable German Art Works Burned. 
BERLIN, April 14.—None of the beau- 
tiful wood carvings nor any of the master- 
pieces of art illustrating in themselves 


two centuries of North German art with 
which the building was filled were saved 
from the flames which last night com- 
pletely destroyed the historic garrison 
church in Berlin. Emperor William was 
extremely fond of this church, wnich was 
the property of the Crown, and he person- 
ally designed three of the stained glass 
windows that were destroyed. 


Austrian Steamer Is Sunk. 

TRIESTE, Austria-Hungary, April 14.— 
The Austrian Lloyd steamer Galatea, 
outward bound from here to-day, struck 
the Mole at Sebenice about seventy miles 
from Trieste. She was badly broken be- 
low the water line and sank. The crew 
was saved. The Galatea was 787 tons’ 
register.

ROOSEVELT URGES 
NEED OF BATTLESHIPS 


Sends Message to Congress Ad- 
vocating Four Instead of 
Two to be Authorized. 


FOLLY TO TRUST NATIONS 


Points to Great Britain’s Naval Policy 
and Cites China as an Example 
of “ Peace at Any Price.” 


Secial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Declaring 
that he is actuated by the spirit of George 
Washington and quoting in his defense 
‘@ message of the first President, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to-day sent a message to 
Congress advocating an appropriation for 
four first-class battleships, instead of the 
two fighting craft recommended by the 
House Naval Committee. In this message 
the President points out that, while the 
additional ships are primarily for the 
purpose of promoting international peace, 
they are made necessary by the failure of 
the powers to agree to any treaties cur- 
tailing the size of navies or the size of in- 
dividual ships. 

The President's message reached the 
House in the midst of the discus- 
sion of the Naval Appropriation bill. 
Representative Hobson yesterday ‘fin- 
ished his speech for four battleships, and 
had been loudly applauded. To-day 
numerous amendments had been offered 
of generally local interest. 


The President’s Message. 


“To the, Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

“Let me again urge upon the Congress 
the need of providing for four battleships 
of the best and most advanced type at 
this session. Prior to the recent Hague 
Conference it had been my hope that an 
agreement could be reached between the 
different nations to limit the increase of 
naval armaments, and especially to limit 
the size of warships. Under these circum- 


stances, I felt that the construction of 
one battleship a year would keep our 
navy up to its then positive and relative 
strength. But the actual experience 
showed, not merely that it was impossible 
to obtain such an agreement for the lim- 
itation of armaments among the various 
leading powers, but -that there was no 
likelihood whatever of obtaining it in the 
future within any reasonable time. 
“‘Coincidentally with this discovery oc- 
curred a radical change in the building of 
battleships among the great military na- 
tions—a change in accordance with which 
the most modern battleships have been or 
are being constructed of a size and arma- 
ment which doubles, or more probably 
trebles, their effectiveness. Every other 
great naval nation has or {s building a 
number of ships of this kind; we have 
rovided for but two, and therefore the 
alance of power is now inclining against 
us. 
~. “Under these conditions, to provide for 
but one or two battleships a year is to 
provide that this Nation, instead of ad- 
-vancing, shall go backward in naval 
rank and relative power among the great 
mations. Such a course would be unwise 
for us if we fronted merely on one ocean, 
and it is doubly unwise when we front on 
two oceans. As Chief Executive of the 
Nation, and as Commander in Chief of 
the navy, there is imposed upon me the 
solemn responsibility of advising the Con- 
gress of the measures vitally necessary to 
secure the peace ard welfare of the Re- 
public in the event of international com- 
a which are even remotely pos- 
sible. 
‘Having in view this solemn responsi- 
bility, I earnestly advise that the Con- 
gress now provide four battleships of the 
most advanced type. I cannot too em- 
phatically say thet this is a measure of 
peace and not of war. I can conceive of 
no circumstances under which this Re- 
public would enter into an aggressive war; 
most certainly under no circumstances 
would it enter into an aggressive war to 
extend its territory or in. any other man- 
ner seek material aggrandizement. 


Navy Commensurate with Our Needs. 


“*T advocate that the United States build 
@ navy commensurate with its powers and 
fits needs, because I feel that such 
navy will be the surest guarantee and 
safeguard of peace. We are not a miii- 
tary Nation. Our army is so small as to 
present an almost absurd contrast to our 
size. It is properly treated as little more 
than a nucleus for organization in case of 
serious war. Yet we are a rich Nation,

These arbitration treaties 
have a specia] usefulness, because in the 
event of some sudden disagreement they 
render it morally incumbent upon both 
nations to seek first to reach an _agree- 
ment through arbitration, and at least

ary burst of anger. These arbitration 
treaties are entered into not only with 
the hope of preventing wrongdoing by 
others against us, but also as a proof that 
we have no intention of doing wrong our- 
selves 

“Yet it is idle to assume, and from the 
standpoint of National interest and honor 
it is mischievous folly for any statesman 
to assume, that this world has yet reached 
the stage, or has come within measurable 
distan¢e of the stage, when a proud na- 
tion, jealous of its honor and conscious of 
its great mission in the world, can be con- 
tent to rely for peace upon the forbear- 
ance of other powers. It would be equal-, 
ly foolish to rely upon each of them pose 
sessing at all times and under all circume- 
stances and provocations an altruistic re- 
gard for,the rights of others. 


Cites Example of China. 
“Those who hold this view are blind, in- 
deed, to all that has gone on before their 


eyes in the world at large. They are 
blind to what has happened in China, in 
Turkey, in the Spanish possessions, in 
Central and South Africa during the last 
dozen years. For centuries China has cul- 
tivated, the very spirit which our own 
peace-At-any-price men wish this country 
to adopt. 

“For centuries China has refused to pro- 
vide military forces and has treated the 
career of the soldier as inferior in honor 
and regard to the career of the merchant 
or of the man of letters. There never has 
been so large an empire which for so long 
a time has so resolutely proceeded on the 
theory of doing away with what is called 
‘ militarism.’ 

“Whether the result has been happy 
fn internal affairs I need not discuss; all 
the advanced reformers and far-sighted 
patriots in the Chinese Empire are at 
present seeking (I may add, with eur 
hearty good will) for a radical and far- 
reaching reform jin internal affairs. In 
external affairs the policy has resulted in 
various other nations now holding large 
portions of Chinese territory, while there 
is a very acute fear in China lest the 
empire, because of its defenselessness, be 
exposed to absolute dismemberment, and 
its well-wishers are able to help it only 
in a small measure, because no nation can 
help any other unless that other can help 
itself. 

“The State Department is continually 
appealed to to interfere on behalf of peo- 
ples and nationalities who insist that they 
are suffering from oppression; now Jews 
in one country, now Christians in another, 
now black men said to be oppressed by 
white men in Africa. Armenians, Ko- 
reans, Finns, Poles, representatives of all 
appeal at times to this Government, All 
of this oppression is alleged to exist in 
time of profound peace and frequently, 
although by no means always, it is al- 
leged to occur at the hands o people who 
are not very formidable in a military 
sense, 

“In some cases the accusations of op- 

ression and wrongdoing are doubtless 
ll-founded. In others they are well 
founded, and in certain cases the most 
appalling loss of life is shown to have 
occurred, accompanied with frightful cru- 
elty. It is not our province to decide 
which side has been right and which has 
been wrong in all or any of these con- 
troversies. I am merely referring to the 
loss of life. 

Massacres Worse Than War. 

“Tt 1s probably a conservative state- 
ment to say that within the last twelve 


years, at periods of profound peace and 
not as the result of war, massacres and 
butcheries have occurred in which more 
lives of men, women, and children have 
been lost than in any single great war 
since the close of the Ndpoleonte struggles. 
To any public man who knows of the com- 
plaints continually made to the State 
Department there {s an element of grim 
tragedy in the claim that the time has 
gone by when weak nations or peoples 
can be oppressed by those who are 
stronger without arousing effective pro- 
test from other strong interests. 

‘Events still fresh in the mind of every 
thinking man show that neither arbitra- 
tion nor any other device can as yet be in- 
voked to prevent the gravest and most 
terrible wrongdoing to peoples who are 
either few in numbers or who, if numer- 
ous, have lost the first and most im- 
portant of national virtues—the capacity 
of self-defense. 

When a nation Is so happily situated as 
ours—that is, when it has no reason to 
fear or to be feared by its land neighbors 
-—the fleet is all the more necessary for 
the preservation of peace. Great Britain 
has been saved by its fleet from the neces- 
sity of facing one of the two alternatives 
—of submission to conquest by a foreign 

ower or of jtself becoming a great mili- 
ary power. 

“The United States can hope for a per- 
manent career of peace on only one con- 
dition, and that is on condition of build- 
ing and maintaining a first-class navy; 
and the step to be taken toward this end 
at this time is to provide for the building 
of four additional battleships. I earnest- 
ly wish that the Congress would pass the 
measures for which I have asked for 
strengthening and rendering more effi- 
cient the army as well as the navy; all of 
these measures as affecting every branch 
and detail of both services are: surely 
needed, and it would be the part of far- 
sighted wisdom to enact them all into 
laws; 
need is that of the four battleships, 

“To carry out this policy is but to act 
in the spirit of George Washington; is 
but to continue the policies which he out- 
lined when he said, ‘Observe good faith 
and justice toward all nations. Cultivate 
Nothing 
more essential than that permanent, 
inveterate antipathies against particular 
and passionate attachments for 
others should be excluded, and that in 


toward all should be cultivated. 

“IT cannot recommend to your notice a 
measure for the fulfillment of our duties 
fo the rest of the world without again 
pressing upon you the necessity of placing 
ourselves in a condition of complete de- 
and of exacting from them the ful- 
fillment of their duties toward us. The 
United States ought not to indulge a 
persuasion that, contrary to the order 
of human events, they will forever keep 
at a distance those painful appeals to 
arms with which the history of every

NEW YORK BANKS DEFENDED. 


Secretary Cortelyou Declares They Did 
Not Hold Up Country Banks.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Secretary 
Cortelyou to-day gave the National banks 
of New York City a clean bill of health, 
practically ‘absolving them from the 
charge that they refused in the recent 
flurry to meet the appeals of country 
benking institutions for payment of cash 
reserves. He made a report to the Senate 
in response to the Culberson resolution. 
A mass of correspondence from banks 
was turned over to the Senate. 

The Secretary acknowledged that fifty- 
one complaints from forty-three country 


banks had been received, but showed that 
they were not in distress. Only eight were 
below the legal reserves, and this per- 
centage of deficiency was very small, 
Nearly all of the other banks, the Secre- 
tary says, were in exceptionally strong 
condition. 


MEXICAN BANKING REFORM.

The occasion for the resolution 
was the gift to Philadelphia of $5,000 
by the Citizens’ Permanent Relief Com- 
mittee for employing the unemployed at 
the rate of $1 per day.

“The most obvious remark is that 
when charity is spurned the giver is re- 
lieved of responsibility for the troubles 
of the spurner, and what he rejects is 
left free for the relief of some more ne- 
cessitous person. Conceding that the 
unions are right in holding that a 
standard wage is a proper first charge 
upon an industry, it does not follow 
that they are right in applying this 
principle to relief funds. Even they 
should be managed upon economic prin- 
ciples, lest the charity should be frit- 
tered away upon unworthy objects. By 
charity is not meant anything offen- 
sive, but mere benevolent doing of what 
would notsbe done upon strict business 
principles. The funds allotted to such 
uses obviously will always be limited, 
and will be withdrawn at the earliest 
possible moment. The influence of 
$5,000 upon the standard of wages in 
Philadelphia can hardly be traced, while 
the relief would be large. 

The incident may be utilize to re- 
mark upon the principles which expert- 
ence has settled in the disbursement of 
such funds. They ought to be made to 
go as far as possible in both directions— 
that is, they should be made to produce 
the greatest economic and benevolent 
results. The wage should be small, so 
that it may benefit as many of the 
needy as possible, and they should be 
made to earn it, because there is no true 
benevolence in waste. When trades 
unionists insist upon a standard wage 
they increase the unemployment. This 
is a wrong to the benevolent, and ts in- 
defensible when the funds disbursed are 
tax money. Taxation for the support of 
trades unionism is something taxpayers 
cannot be expected to stand, whatever 
'the union arguments regarding stand- 
ardizing wages.

TO STUDY THE MINOR COURTS. 

It is to be hoped that the Legis- 
lature before its near adjournment will 
find time to pass the bill for a Com- 
mission to study darefully the “ man- 
ser in which justice is administered 
in courts of inferior criminal jurisdic- 
tion in cities of the first class.” Con- 
ditions are such in these courts that 
despite the efforts of some excellent 
Magistrates it is practically injustice 
that is done, and the community fails 
almost entirely to secure the protection 
to which it is entitled. 

According to a statement submitted 
to the Legislature a single instance, by 
no means an extreme one, will show 
the laxity of methods, the inconsistency 
of action, and the utter futility of the 
work attempted. One female offender, 
charged with disorderly conduct, was 
arrested thirteen times in 110 days, or 
very nearly once a week. Twice she 
was arrested two days in succession, 
once she was arrested twice in three 
days. Eight times she was fined from 
$2 to $10, three times she was dis- 
charged, and twice she was sent to 
the Workhouse, being released the sec- 
ond time. The arrests were made by 
seven different officers, and she ap- 
peared before eight different Magis- 
trates. In another case a female of- 
fender was put on probation one week, 
arrested and discharged the second 
week, arrested and fined $8 the next 
week, again put on probation, then 
arrested and fined $10, then arrested 
and discharged, then arrested and sent 
to the Workhouse, then arrested and 
discharged, and finally arrested and 
once more put on probation. Here are 
nine arrests, three probations, and 
three discharges. The assumption in

The Committee of 
Fourteen for the suppression of the 
illegal Raines law hotels and the vice 
connected with them has reached the 
conclusion that very little can be done 
in this direction while the minor crim- 
inal courts are in their present condi- 
tion. The State Department of Labor, 
charged with the enforcement of the 


child labor laws, has had a like ex- 
perience. Clearly reform is_ sorely 
needed. Study by a competent Com- 
mission is the essential preliminary 
step toward reform. 


QUEER THINGS IN KENTUCKY. 
There is a curious state of affairs in 
Kentucky. The night riders, in their 
peaceful and benevolent activities to 
promote inter-State commerce, found it 
necessary to dynamite some property, 
and the insurance companies are desir- 
ous to plead that a loss by dynamite ex- 
plosion is not a loss by fire. They 
| have the idea that the courts of a State 
in which grand and petit juries are 
largely composed of night riders are 
not likely to try such an issue without 
prejudice, and they wish to transfer 
their cases to a Federal court. They 
distrust the report that there is “ plenty 
of evidence to prove the dynamiting of 
the property before the fire broke out.” 
But Kentucky, which has not done its 
entire duty toward the rest of the Unit- 
ed States as regards the suppression of 
the night riders, refuses to permit the 
insurance companies to take their cases 
to another jurisdiction, and has passed 
a law revoking the licenses of insur- 
ance companies which transfer their 
sults from the State to the Federal 
courts. Some may think that this 
leaves little to choose between the night 
riders and the honorable legislators of 
Kentucky in their methods of attaining 
their objects, regardless of all legal ob- 
stacles. Kentucky is a queer State, and 
these are queer times. 


SOME STARTLING FIGURES. 

It {s unfortunate that the United 
States Government is not provided with 
2 Represéntative in Congress respon- 
sible for an authoritative statement of 
expenditure and income and the rela- 
}tion of one to the other. The two 
| branches of the business of the country, 
| each of the utmost importance, are 
dealt with in the House by two entirely 
distinct committees or sets of commit- 
tees.

Ultimately some definite re- 
sult, of course, must be reached, but 
what would be thought of a great busi- 
ness concern in which millions were 
spent and other millions collected with 
no more specific co-ordination of the 
two processes? 

Mr. Tawney tells us that “we are 
this year spending $84,975,238 more 
than England” on preparation for war 
and on account of wars; that our little 
army of 52,000 men, and our navy with 
only 42,000 men, are costing within 
$66,000,000 as much as the British 
Army of over 200,000 men and a navy 
with 129,000 men, and within a smaller 
amount of the expenditure of Germany, 
with an army of 600,000 men and a 
navy of 62,000 men. But does any one 
suppose that these figures produce a 
distinct impression on the mind of Con- 
gress, still less upon the mind of the 
general public? 

We cannot wholly agree with Mr. 
TAWNEy that these expenditures are ex- 
cessive in amount or that we can rely 
on “ the resources, the patriotism, and 
the loyalty of the people, who at all 
times are known to be ready and willing 
to sacrifice their property, and even 
their lives, in the defense of their Gov- 
ernment and its beneficent institu- 
tions.”” On the contrary, we may by too 
confident reliance on these elements of 
strength, unorganized and  undiscl- 
plined, only incur enormous sacrifices 
wholly out of proportion to the saving 
attained. But it is obvious that we are 
not getting the full worth of our money, 
and that the money {is not being col- 
lected in the least burdensome way. 
And this must continue to be the case 
until we reform our system of legisla- 
tion both as to revenue and expend- 
iture.

make a clear profit of something like $10, 
besides giving the public good and cheap 
service.

Then we have cars 
under, on, and above the ground, to meet 
all ordinary requirements as well as, or 
better than, cabs could do it, and at prices 
at which even the hopeful Mr. Durry 
would not promise to compete.

Now that jobs are 
comparatively hard to get, the man who 
has one does his best, or at least his much 
better, to cohvince his employer that he 
is worth keeping, and his output of labor 
and amount of production have both nota- 
bly increased over what they were in the 
days when discharge was something not 
at all to be feared and “ soldiering’’ was 
as safe as it was pleasant—pleasant to all 
except the man who paid the wages, that 
is. 

Roughly stated by one observer, the 
member of a big contracting firm, sixty 
men now do as much as 100 did formerly, 
with a corresponding reduction in the cost 
of the work done.

What the Of1 Business Shows. 

“Inasmuch as I have not the reputation 
for being bearish, and as I possess a large 
amount of what I might call fundamental 
optimism with regard to the country, 
there is no good reason why I should 
not repeat what a business man told me 
the other day, and not be accused of per- 
sonal pessimism, although the informa- 
tion I voice is not hopeful,” said a busi- 
ness man who was taking up some bonds 
he had purchased through a brokerage of- 
fice, yesterday. “ This man knows more 


know, and probably ag much as any man 
in the country, and his particular posi- 
tion with his company, which I shall not 
name, gives him an insight into conditions 
that is peculiarly clear. He told me that 
in some departments of his business they 
were doing about 85 per cent. of normal, 
and he cited particularly the business 
done at present with a certain great in- 
dustrial corporation. This, according to 
his figures, was just a little over 80 per 
cent. of what was being done at the cor- 
responding period last year and indicated 
to his mind the curtailment in the bust- 
ness of that particular industrial corpora- 
tion. But let me add, that while the sta- 
tistics he offered indicated the business 
depression, his own attitude is one of 
hopefulness for quick improvement.”

Labor and Business Factors. 
Traders are watching the labor situa- 
tion carefully. They are afraid that there

Only 
casual interest is manifested in the money 
market, but every development with re- 
gard to business is scrutiniged carefully,

Corn Products Company Hiring Com- 
petitor’s Best Men—lits Rival Gets 
Into the Other’s Territory. 


The Royal Baking Powder interests, 
which recently purchased the $2,400,000 
plant of the Western Glucose Company at 
Roby, Ind., and organized the American 
Maize Products Company to manufacture 
the starch, which ts one of the principal 
constituents of baking powder, and at the 
same time to enter the glucose market In 
competition with the Corn Products Re- 
fining Company, the $80,000,000 Standard 
Oil concern, has begun active war on its 
powerful rival. As a start it announced | 
yesterday that a discount of 15 per cent. 
on all glucose and other products would! 
be given to customers. 

The Corn Products Refining Company | 
has hitherto sold to the Baking Powder | 
Trust all of the starch, which makeg up} 
about 85 per cent. of what goes into the | 
baking powder cans, and when it be- 
came known that the Royal Baking Fao 
der interests were about to make their own | 
starch and sell their surplus corn products | 
in the Corn Products Refining Company’s | 
territory, the Standard O1l interests fetal- 
lated by announcing that the Corn Prod- 
ucts company would start the manufao- 
ture of baking powder. 

Both concerns are now busy perfecting 
the business organization of their enter- 
prises in their new fields. The Corn 
Products interests have been hiring some 
of the best practical men of the Baking 
Powder Trust, and the Baking Powder 
people have been busy trying to entice 
customers from their old friends, now 
their bitter rivals, 

It was said at the office of the Corn 
Products Refining Company yesterday 
that no action has yet been taken toward 
undercutting the new concern. The dis- 
count of 15 per cent., the Corn Products 
officers say, does not give consumers any 


better price than the profit-sharing plan |’ 


by which the Standard Oil Company al- 
lows rebates to its steady customers. 

The Corn Products Company, at the be- 
ginning of the year, declared ‘a profit- 
sharing rebate” of 15 cents on each 100 
pounds of the company’s products pur- 
chased during 1907, but this discount does 
not accrue to customers until the end of 
the year, and {is payable only to those who 
continue to buy from the company. 

The company had been considering the 
manufacturing of baking powder “for a 
number of years before the deaision to 
enter the new field was reached a month 
or 80. ago as a retaliatory measure against 
the baking powder interests. They held 
off only because the management belleved 
that, as they were supplying 85 per cent. 
of the raw material used by the baking 
powder manufacturers, little would be 
gained by_ entering a new field. The 
Standard Oil concern has not yet put its 
baking powder on the market, but one of 
the company’s officers said yesterday that 
there would not be any great delay in do- 
ing so. The Corn Products Refining 
Company, he explained, already had close 
relations with the grocery trade through 
its heavy sales of starch, corn syrtp, 
jams, and jellies, and its sales department 
boasts that it sells more small package 
goods over grocers’ counters to the buy- 
ers of baking powder than all of the man- 
ufactures of baking powder put together. 
Che company will put up its baking pow- 
der at its starch plants and handle it 
through its existing selling organization.

Talesmen Closely Examined as 
to Their Political Beliefs and 
Newspaper Reading. 


“ Matzos,” or Cakes of Unleavened 
Bread, Recall Haste with Which 
Israelites Filed from Egypt. 


The celebration of the Jewish festival of 
“ Pesach,” or the Passover, begins at sun- 
set this evening, and will continue with 
more or less formality in the Jewish com- 
munity for the next eight days. This is 
the first festival of the Jewish ecclesi- 
astical year, beginning on the fourteenth 
day of the first month, “‘ Nissan,” and, ac- 
cording to tradition, was instituted by the 
Hebrew leader and prophet, Moses, in 
the sojourn of the children of Israel in 
the wilderness after their departure from 
Egypt. It was intended to commemorate 
the miraculous escape bf the chosen reo- 
ple from Egypt, wnere they had been 
held in bondage for upward of 400 years. 

In Biblical times, ‘‘ Pesach’’ was one 
of the three great festivals of the Jews, 
when it was incumbent on all adult mules 
of the nation to make a pilgrimage to

Allowed to Go on Their Promise to Ap- 
pear When Needed—Talesman Who 
Kept a Lodging House Left Out. 


The work of getting a jury to try the 
case of the People against George B. Mc- 
Clellan, Mayor, with W. R, Hearst im- 
pleading, on the quo warranto proceed- 
ings brought by Attorney General Jack- 
son,. the outcome of which is expected to 
show whether George B. McClellan or 
William Randolph Hearst was elected 
Mayor of New York in November, 1905, 
proceeded slowly yesterday. When court 
adjourned in the afternoon there were 
nine jurymen in the box, leaving three 
yet to be selected. 

As on Monday the examination of the| 
talesmen was most thorough. Nearly | 
every man called was put through a 
searching questioning, in which he had to} 
tell what papers he read, whether he knew |} 
any politicians, whether he did business! 
with the city, what party he was affiliated 
with, whether he knew either the Mayor} 
or Mr. Hearst or any of the attorneys | 
engaged on either side. 

As soon as court convened yesterday 
George L. Sterling, an Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, asked Justice Lambert, in 
behalf of the Police Department, if it 
would be possible to relieve some of the 
Police Inspectors, Captains, and Lieuten- 
ants who had been subpoenaed as wit- 
nesses from daily attendance upon the 
court. There are over 100 men,» Mr. Ster- 
ling explained, with blotters from station 
houses, who are being kept from doing 
duty, and he suggested that Commissioner 
Bingham should have forty-eight hours’ 
notice in which to produce such police 
officers and blotters when they are 
needed, thus making it possible to keep 
many of the men on duty until within a 
short time before their appearance in 
court. 

Clarence J. Shearn, special counsel, 
representing the Attorney General, sug- 
gested that twenty-four hours’ notice to 
the Police Commissioner would be suffi- | 
cient. 

“It requires some time to attend to 
these matters,’ said Mr. Sterling. | 

“Why,” said Justice Lambert, “ you 
can get a police station on the telephone 
and order the production of these blot- 
ters in ten minutes,” and he ruled that 
twenty-four hours’ notice was sufficient. 

The police question settled, the exam- 
ination of talesmen began. Marcus B. 
Bailey, a salesman of 826 Hewitt Street, 
who knows William F. Cody, (Buffalo 
Bill,) was petemptorily challenged by 
Mr. Richards, leading counsel for Mayor 
McClellan, who alluded to the separation 
action of the Howard Goulds in his ques- 
tions: Mr. Shearn is Mrs. Gould's lawyer.

at the temple, conducted with great pomp 
by the high priest and his assistants, and 
there to make their sacrifices and present 
their offerings in grateful remembrance 


of their deliverance from slavery and to 
celebrate their national freedom. The 
Paschal lamb was slain on the first day 
of the festival, and his blood sprinkled 
on the altar in commemoration of the 
lamb that by Divine command wag slain 
on the eve of the deliverance of the Israel- 
ites from their Egyptian bondage, and 
whose blood was eprinkled on the door- 
posts of the. houses inhabited by the 
Jews to distinguish them from those in 
which their oppressors dwelt, and to pro- 
tect the Jewish domiciles from the ad- 
vent of the destroying angel when the 
first born of the Egyptians were de- 
stroyed and those of the Jews escaped. 
The special feature of the celebration 
of ‘“‘Pesach” is the _ substitution of 
“ matzos,"’ or unleavened cakes for bread, 
in the households of conforming Jews, 
and hence the festival has been designated 
as the Feast of Unleavened Bread. These 
*“matzos”’ are cakes composed of flour 
and water, prepared in a peculiar manner 
without Toe or baking powder, and 
baked quickly in a very hot oven, the 
entire process being under the super- 
vision of rabbis designated for the pur- 
pose. The ‘‘matzos"’ are intended to 
represent the bread baked by the Israel- 
ites in their hurried departure from 
Egypt, when their pre erations for the 
exodus were not comple The dough, 
which they had saeiean “for bread- on 
their journey, had had no time to leaven, 
when the hour of their departure came, 
The first night of the festival is marked 
by the celebration of the ‘‘ Seder’’ serv- 
ice, a form supplemental to the regular 
festival synagogue service. It is made the 
i occasion of a family reunion, when all the 
{members of the family and as many 
guests as can be accommodated gather 
about the table, which is laden with 
matzos, wine, and other accessories of a 
feast. When all are assembled the wine 
cups are filled and the head of the house- 
| hold reads or recites the ‘‘ Hagadah” or 
‘Seder’’ service. The ‘‘Hagadah’’ con- 
tains a narrative of the captivity of the 
Israelites in Egypt and their deliverance 
from bondage, under the leadership of 
Moses. This is read or recited in the 
original Hebrew, or an English trans- 
lation is used. The members of the fam- 
ily gathered about the board join in the 
responses and unite in the singing of 
hymns, of praise and thanksgiving to the 
divine liberator of their ancestors. 
While the festival continues for eight 
days the first and last days only are of 
special import. This evening ‘and to- 
morrow morning all the Jewish places of 
worship will be open for services.
